opera by a group of gypsies in their 
mountain home, but the music has 
none of the 
eccentricities which 


characterize the real 6>T*y themes 
in Liszfa Hungarian Rhapsody. It 
i» stirring Italian ojjera. nnosic, but 
it is not gypsy in cnaracter. 


Giuseppi Verdi, the grand old 


man of opera, began life in poverty, 
but throug-h hard labor soon, won a 
place for himself in music. At 12 
he was^a church organist and at 
17 his compositions 
began to at- 


tract 
attention. 
Straggling from 


then until he was 40, he finally es- 
tablished himself 
by producing 


three successful operas—Trovatore, 
Rigoletto, and Traviata. From that 
time on a continuous flow of operas 
and »acred works followed until al- 
most, the last day of his 88 years. 
His laughing, boisterous, rollicking,

for

written when he was 80 years old.

The Afluwlng-instructions are given for the information and guidance of voters: A voter upon entering the polling place and giving his name and residence1 will receive a ballot (or ballots) from the ballot clerk which must have 


indorsed thereon the names or initials of both ballot clerks and no other ballot can be used. Upon receiving his ballot the voter must retire alone to a booth or compartment and prepare the same for voting. A ballot clerk may inform the 
voter as to the proper manner of marking a ballot, but he must not advise or indicate in any manner whom to vote for. The voter should make a cross mark (X) at the right of the name of the candidate for whom he wishes to vote in the 
square made for that purpose. A ballot so marked, and having no other mark, will be counted for the candidate. A voter may vote upon a question submitted to a vote of the people by making a cross (X) or mark in the square at the right 
of the answer which he intends to give. 


If he wishes to vote for a person whose name is not on the ballot, he must write the name in tfhe blank space under the printed name of the candidate for the office. The ballot should not be marked in any other manner. If the 


Unofficial ballots or memorandum to assist 
the voter in marking his ballot can be taken into the booti. "".nd may be used to copy from. The ballot must not be shown so that any person can see how it has been marked by the voter. After it is marked it should be folded so that the 
inside car.iot be seen, but so that the printed endorsements and signatures of the ballot clerks on the outside^may be seen. Then the voter should pass, out of the booth or compartment, give his name to the inspector in charge of the ballot 
box, hand him his ballot (or ballots) to be placed in the box and pass out of the voting place. A voter who declares to the presiding officer that he is unable to read, or that by reason of physical disability he is unable to mark his ballot 
can have assistance of one or two of the election officers in marking the same, to be chosen by the voter; and. if he declares that he is totally bund, he may be assisted by any person chosen by him from among the legal voters of the county. 
Presiding officer may administer an oath in his discretion, as to such person's disability.

It was bnt three years ago that, there was a conspiracy on 


1o kffl off Senator La Toilette's influence and power to serve the 
people by ignoring him, to suppress him by silence, to keep his 
name out of print. It was a hateful piece of work by the in- 
terests that seek favors from government — those who were 
making millions out of war. 


In the New York Sunday Times of March 20 there appeared 


a review of three-quarters of a page of his speech on the railroad 
situation delivered in the Senate February 21 and 22. This 
greatest of all the new.s-papers in the world thus recognized this 
speech of La Kollette's as the most noteworthy utterance in the 
last Congress for to non- other did it accord this distinction.

"THE IGNORANCE OF THE EDUCATED" 
O 


UT in the 10th ward of the city of Madison there is being 
waged a political campaign for alderman. In itself this is 


a small matter. In its stage setting it is of wide interest. 


The 10th ward of Madison contains the educational aris- 


tocracy of Madison in a large degree. There reside the doctors 
of philosophy, the political economists, the professors of the Uni- 
versity and there reside lawyers, doctors, judges, and a sprink- 
ling of business men and workingmen. 


Ordinarily a local contest does not interest us. But there 


has come to our desk a recommendation headed by a distinguish- 
ed lawyer, John M. Olin, and an erstwhile noted professor of po- 
litical economy, Richard S. Ely, followed by many others of the 
same type if of lesser renown. By this group the vaters of the 
10th ward are requested to vote and work for Harold M. Wilkie 
for alderman from the 10th ward. 


This group are largely in the payroll of the state. They be- 


lieve in civil service, in tenure of office for themselves during 
good service, and theoretically, at least, they believe in the gen- 
eral welfare and against class distinction. 


The 10th ward happens to be represented by "Joe" Brown, 


an upstanding carpenter, a union man, who understands the 
problems of the working man but who has been big enough to 
see the problems of all of the people of Madison and to work for 
the common good of the city. In his two years of service as 
alderman he has made a record above reproach and on that is 
not criticized by those who oppose his reelection. 


Mr. Wilkie is a good man, a lawyer of ability, a recent in- 


structor in the University. There is nothing to his discredit. 
If elected he will be a worthy successor to Mr. Brown. / 


But why turn out Joe Brown with his perfect record of 


genuine service to the city? Why not accord to Mr. Brown the 
usual courtesy of reelection for a second t^rm? 


To get the answer to these questions requires a deep study 


of pedagogical and professorial philosophy. 


It would require the keen insight of ,Mr. Chesterton to ex- 


plain "the ignorance of the educated," the paradox of profes- 
sorial reasoning. 


Perhaps the best answer is that the educators know books 


better than they know men. They are well versed in letters but 
lack understanding of the world. They wear glasses that mag- 
nify the little things of life close by but which blind them to the 
big things of the world. 


So these learned men of the "U" and the lawyers, doctors, 


•nd judges would widen the chasm between the men who work 
with their hands and the men who dream in things metaphysical. 


If these men knew what is good for the University,s good for 


themselves, good for the city, good for democracy, they would 
not be looking for troubles of this kind but rather they would 
be studying the point of view of the common man. "One good 
tsrm Reserves another" and Joe Brown should be reelected as a 
matter of common decency in politics.
